CONDITIONS OF SALE. 



I. The highest bidder to be the buyer; and if any dispute 

arise between bidders, the lot so disputed shall be 
immediately put up again, provided the auctioneer 
cannot decide the said dispute. 

II. No person to advance less than Is.; above five pounds, 

2s. 6d., and so on in proportion. 

III. In the case of lots upon which there is a reserve, the

A collection of Rembrandt etchings of considerable im- 
portance was sold by Messrs. Sotheby, "Wilkinson, and 
Hodge on Saturday last, which contained, among many 
good examples, some from such well-known collections as 
those of the Dumesnil, Verstolk van Soelen, Liphart, 
Danby Seymour, Schloesser, Didot, Pole Carew, Galicko^ 
and others, sold of late years in Paris and London.
